REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest an injection shield including the three tanged toggle as 
set forth in claim 13, a method as set forth in claim 24 including changing the state of 
the syringe and removing the syringe by manipulating the toggle element as claimed, 
and an assembly a' set forth in claim 31 including a toggle including two tangs and a 
contact point as claimed.
